WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson asked Congress 
today to raise Social Security 
benefits by 15 per cent and 59 
per cent in the lowest bracket 
and said such an increase will 
be “ a major step toward our 
goal that every elderly citizen 
has an adequate income and a 
meaningful retirem ent." 
Johnson's proposal, which he 
said would guarantee minimum 
benefits of $70 a month for indi­ 
viduals and $105 a month for 
married couples,also includes 
a 
recommendation for 
in­ 
creased Social Security taxes, 
both by raising 
the taxable 
base and by increasing rates. 
The President asked Congress 
to increase the amount of an­ 
nual income on which taxes are 
collected to $7,800 next year, 
$9,000 in $971, and $10,800 in 
$974. 
He also asked Congress 
to 
revise rate increases already 
scheduled, going from 4.4 to 
4.5 per cent in 1969 and from 
4.85 
per cent in 1973 to 5 
per cent. 
The same Increases would ap­ 
ply to the levy on employers, 
who match what employes put 
in. 
The biggest increase in bene­ 
fits -* 59 per cent — would ap­ 
ply only in the lowest bracket 
to raise the individual minimum 
from $44 to $70. From that the 
rise would graduate downward 
to at least 15 per cent for those 
eligiblem for maximum bene­ 
fits. 
Johnson 
recommended that 
the amount Social Security re­ 
cipients can earn without losing 
trip benefits be increased to $1,- 


680 a year and that the amount 
above that for which a benefici­ 
ary can retain $1 in payments 
for each $2 in earnings be in­ 
creased to $2,880. 
The increased benefits had 
been sketched in broad outline 
in Johnson's state of the Union 
message. 
He called in the earlier com­ 
munication for the rise from $44 
to $70 in minimum benefits, and 
a guarantee of $100 a month for 
persons with 25 years or more 
of coverage. 
The State of the Union mes­ 
sage did not go into the tax in­ 
crease to pay for the increased 
benefits. 
The proposed increase in So­ 
cial Security taxes would in­ 
crease the maximum amount 
paid by an individual to $343.20 
In 1968, and to $351.00 in 1969. 
Johnson had announced ear­ 
lier that his proposals would 
cost $4.1 billion during the first 
year. The tax rise is expected to 
come under fire in Congress, 
especially 
from Republicans 
who have urged an 8 per cent 
increase plus a cost-of-living 
escalator 
clause 
without 
raising taxes. 
The maximum increases un­ 
der the President's proposals 
would go to 2.5 million persons 
now receiving minimum bene­ 
fits of $44 a month for an indi. 
vidual. But Johnson said in­

beneficiaries.

monthly minimum benefit for a

NEW YORK (AP) — “ Five 
terrible seconds" may have 
spelled the difference between 
life or death for President John 
F, Kennedy after he was first 
wounded, William Manchester 
suggests in his book, "The 
death of a President." 
This is the estimated elapsed 
time between the first and sec­ 
ond bullets that struck Kennedy. 
Referring to the Secret Serv­ 
ice agents riding in the front 
seat of the presidential car in 
that awful moment, Manchester 
wrote: 
"They were in a position to 
take evasive action after the 
first shot, but for five terrible 
seconds, they were immobil­ 
ized." 
The first bullet, piercing Ken­ 
nedy's neck and throat, was not 
fatal, the author wrote. But the 
second 
inflicted 
a massive 


wound on the right side of his 
skull, sealing his fate. 
The 
second installment of 
Look magazine's four-part eeri- 
alization of Manchester's book, 
due on the newsstands Wednes­ 
day, relates the events of the 
day of the assassination, Nov. 
22, 1963. 
When the first shot cracked, 
Manchester wrote, “the White 
House detail was confused." 
Agents thought the sound came 
from a firecracker, or a police 
motorcycle backfire. 
Agent Roy Kellerman, in the 
front seat, thought he heard the 
President say, "My God, I'm 
hit," and turned to look at him. 
Agent William R. Greer, the 
driver, also glanced backward. 
Kennedy was clutching his 
throat but he was not grimac­ 
ing. Manchester described his 
expression 
as "quizzical." 


Mrs. Kennedy 
had often seen 
that expression. Like the others 
in the car, she seemed unaware 
that her husband had 
been 
wounded. 
Then the second bullet struck 
him. Manchester wrote — 
"Now in a gesture of infinite 
grace, he raised his right hand 
as though to brush back his tou­ 
sled chestnut hair. But the mo­ 
tion faltered. The handfellback 
limply. He had been reaching 
for the top of his head. But it 
wasn't there any more." 
At about that same instant, 
Agent Rufus Youngblood vault­ 
ed into the rear seat of Vice 
President 
Johnson’s 
car, 
snapped, "get down,” and cov­ 
ered Johnson's body with his 
own. 
The lead cars in the motor­ 
cade, accelerating powerfully, 
then 
raced toward Parkland 


Hospital in Dallas, where, Man­ 
chester wrote, they were to find 
confusion compounded. 
In this section of his book, 
Manchester leaves no doubt that 
he believes Lee Harvey Oswald 
killed Kennedy and had no ac­ 
complices in any organized con­ 
spiracy. 
The author thus agrees with 
the findings of the Warren com­ 
mission. It says Oswald acted 
alone. 
Critics of the Warren report, 
however, have advanced the 
theory in numerous books — 
some of them lucrative — that 
the bullets came from two di­ 
rections, not just the Texas 
School Book Depository Build­ 
ing, where Oswald worked. 
Manchester wrote that Os­ 
wald smuggled his rifle into 
the Book Depository Building, 
built a “ sniper's perch" near a 


sixth-floor window, and then 
waited for the presidential mo­ 
torcade. 
A witness, Howard Brennan, 
told the Warren commission he 
saw Oswald, only 88 yards from 
Kennedy’s 
car, 
and aiming 
through a telescopic sight on the 
rifle, fire at the President. Man­ 
chester cites Brennan's testi­ 
mony. 
To refute the “ conspiracy 
school” of w riters, Manchester 
also cites the evidence in the 
photographs and X-rays taken 
during the autopsy' on Kenne­ 
dy's body. He says he did not 
see this material but that he 
interviewed 
three persons 
"with 
special qualifications" 
who examined it before it was 
sealed in the national archives. 
"None of them knew the other 
two, but all three gave identical 
accounts of what they liad seen 


in the photographs and X-rays,” 
Manchester wrote. The 
evi­ 
dence is “overwhelming,” he 
says, that the flrjU>ullet struck 
Kennedy 
in the Tower 
neck 
exited from his throat, and then 
struck Gov. JohnB.Connally Jr. 
of 
Texas, who was riding in 
the jump seat in front of Ken­ 
nedy . 
The second installment also 
reports: 
1. Kennedy, perhaps in a flash 
of 
prescience, talked about 
being assassinated on the morn­ 
ing of the day he died. He told 
Mrs. Kennedy an assassin in the 
crowd at Fort Worth the pre­ 
vious night easily could have 
shot him. He pantomined 
for 
her the actions of the imaginary 
killer. He 
spoke "casually," 
Manchester wrote, and Mrs. 
Kennedy took his remarks in

WASHINGTON - There 
are 
some significant comparisons 
between Rep. Adam Clayton 
Powell, a Harlem Negro, and 
Sen. Tom Dodd of Connecticut, 
a white man. Both are Demo­ 
crats. 
But Powell has been 
stripped of his chairmanship 
and ordered to stand aside for 
an inv estigation. Sen. Dodd, 
though under formal inv estiga­ 
tion, remains chairman of three 
important senate subcommit­ 
tees. 
Here is the scorecard regard­ 
ing the charges against them: 
Powell has been accused 
of 
payroll padding. 
Dodd placed his sons on the 
Senate payroll, has sent them 
on v acations at the taxpayer's 
expense, and permitted them 
to charge their personal long­ 
distance phone calls to 
the 
Senate. While Christopher Dodd 
was attending school in Prov i­ 
dence, R.L, he phoned friends 
around the country from Prov i­ 
dence and billed the calls to the 
Senate. 
Perhaps Dodd's most flagrant 
case of payroll padding was 
when he borrowed money from 
A1 Morano and George Glldea, 
whom he put on the Senate pay­ 
roll as a partial payoff. 
Powell misused his commit­ 
tee air trav el cars to 
take 
personal trips. 
Dodd not only charged personal 
trips to his v arious committees 
but sometimes collected for the 
same trips from priv ate groups. 
He spent a week in Los Angeles, 
from Fet. 26 to March 4,1964. 
It was chiefly a v acation - ex­ 
cept for a 15-minute joint press 
conference with Mayor Sam 
Yorty on juv enile delinquency 
and a banquet speech to the Los 
Angeles junior chamber 
of 
commerce. 
Dodd billed both 
the Senate juv enile delinquency 
subcommittee and the junior 
chamber for the same trip. 
Powell has been 
generally 
charged with loose spending. 
Dodd spent hundreds of thou­ 
sands of doller* that he col­ 
lected . 3lA namnaltm rnntrfhn-

tions, often from companies 
that he had helped to obtain 
gov ernment 
contracts. 
He 
drov e an Oldsmobile that was 
turned ov er to him by a com­ 
pany he had aided. He also 
flew all ov er the country in 
the priv ate planes of

panies that had an interest in 
his hearings. It is against the 
law for a Senator to accept the 
slightest gratuity from those 
he helps in Washington. It Is 
also a v iolation for him to di­ 
v ert campaign funds to personal 
use without reporting the in­ 
come on his tax returns. 
CONTRASTING LEGISLATIVE 
RECORDS 
Powell was such a 
global 
galliv anter that he was nick­ 
named the Harlem globe-trot­ 
ter. Howev er, he passed 
an 
amazing number of constructiv e 
bills through his House Labor 
Committee and did it with such 
efficiency that he 
receiv ed 
presidential praise. 
Dodd in contrast, has been a 
poor chairman, passed no im­ 
portant legislation. 
As chairman of the juv enile 
delinquency committee, .Dodd 
launched an inv estigation into 
sex and v iolence on the 
TV 
networks. Then he suppressed 
the most damaging ev idence af­ 
ter conferences with NBC's at­ 
torneys. 
Significantly, 
NBC 
was represented before Dodd's 
committee by the same Wall 
street firm that now represents 
Dodd before the Senate Ethics 
Committee. 
Dodd’s celebrated gun legisla­ 
tion to regulate the sale 
of 
mailorder guns has been lan­ 
guishing in committee 
since 
President Kennedy's assassi­ 
nation In 1963. ft was intro­ 
duced In the first place only 
after consultation with the gun 
Industry. 
So it's not surprising that Its 
wording restricts foreign pro­ 
ducers and won't hurt the big 
American 
manufacturers. 
Grateful top officials of Olin 
Mathleson and Remington hav e 
giv en Dodd cash contributions.

HELD FOR RANSOM 
All of the United States was 
shocked by the ruthless strike 
on the municipally-owned New 
York transit system. 
From the standpoint of block­ 
ading a city, we hav e had a mild 
taste of what it would be like to 
liv e on the communist side of the 
Berlin wall. There was per­ 
haps 
one difference — you 
weren’t shot if you tried to get 
in or out of New York City. But 
a handful of indiv iduals flouted 
court orders and imprisoned 
the city. 
Such acts are rev olutionary in 
character. They are no true part 
of unionism. They represent 
disrespect for law and order. It 
is merely a matter of degree 
as to how far they can go. Can 
they be allowed to tie up a city, 
a state or the nation? It was 
ev en suggested by one of the 
official strike backers that the 
state of New York pay part 
of the city ransom. The city was 
held for ransom just as sure­ 
ly as were castles or cities in 
mediev al times. 
If we hav en't laws suitable to 
protect people In a case like 
this, it is high time we enacted 
some before the ransom idea 
spreads to other cities, the 
states or the nation. Surely, 
the people can be protected from 
ruthless acts endangering the 
public health and welfare.

the U. S. would be 
guaranteed the sustaining of an 
av erage employment of 50,000 
with an annual 
payroll

Boeing and GE, and with first 
lev el of sub • contractors of 
both. 
Further, 
100,000 workers

these figures would skyrocket 
If sales matched those of to­ 
day’s garden v ariety Boeing 
jets across the world.

My husband laughed 
and 
said, "Not my wife.” My best 
friend chuckled. 80 I decided t > 
buy a wig secretly. 
But I wasn’t the first to do so. 
"No, women 
are peculiar 
about wigs," Dewavon Adams, 
of 
Frances’ Beauty Salon 
said. "They keep them secret. 
Women tell me that even their 
best friends donft know they 
wear a 
wig but rather, they 
wonder why their hair stays 
nice so long.” 
"Are Sikeston women wear­ 
ing 
wigs,” I had asked. 
'Y es.” the hairdresser said 
emphatically. "In fact, some 
are wearing two.” 
It isn't two out of three or 
one 
in 
ten who are wear­ 
ing wigs, but it may be soon.

ing a week, a cleaning every 2 
or three months. But if you wear 
your wig every day, it should 
be cleaned every 3 
or 
4 
weeks. Cleaning costs $5. 
"Y es, it costs to have a wig 
taken care of,” he added when 
I winced at the prices, "but 
it takes extra training to work 
with a wig and extra time. 
"What I’d really recommend 
for you, "Adams said thought­ 
fully, "is a wiglet.” He opened 
a drawer 
and% pulled out 
a 
shank of blonde hair on 
a 
small round net base. 
"You might call it a toupee. 
A wiglet of the best Italian hair 
is only $35, and is a good first 
hair piece. If you are satisfied 


cos 
a little more.” 
He 
also pointed out that 
each hair on the Italian wig 
was hand tied, while most oth­ 
er wigs were made by sewing 
layers of hair onto netting. 
Adams pulled out his color 
swatches. At first glance they 
looked like a key ring of lucky 
rabbit’s feet. Up close I saw 
that it was actually a ring with 
many 6 inch lengths of different 
colored hairs hanging from it. 
"It's called an International 
Ring, he explained, "because I 
can order a wig from any com­ 
pany and get the color I spe­ 
cified by number from this 
ring.

BAKED EGGS 
KENNETT - If your family 
la tired of the usual fried, 
scrambled, or poached 
egg 
for breakfast, try tempting them 
with baked eggs. The method of 
preparation is simple and lends 
itself easily to large break­ 
fasts or a brunch when several 
eggs need to be prepared at the 
same time. 
Baked eggs - 
Muffin Pan - grease or butter 
as many as needed 
1 tablespoon of milk In bottom 
of each muffin container 
used. 
Break an egg into each. 
Sprinkle salt & pepper on top 
of each egg. 
Bake at 350 degrees for 15 to 
20 minutes. 
The flavor is surprisingly dif­ 
ferent and many people will eat 
ft baked egg when they wouldn't 
think of touching another kind. 
Another advantage, they can be 
baked at the same time as muf­ 
fins or other short breads. 
The following hints about eggs 
may help you with their pur­ 
chase or use: 
As you know, eggs may 
be 
graded according to federal or 
state standards. 
U.S. grades 
refer to interior quality; sizes 
refer to weight per dozen. 
Grade AA and A eggs are top 
quality with a large amount of 
thick white and a high firm 
yolk. 
They are best 
for 
poaching, frying, or cooking In 
the shell. Grade B & C eggs 
have thinner whites and flat­ 
ter yolks which may 
break 
easily. The grade B A C have 
the same food value as top grade 
eggs. 
These less expensive 
eggs 
are 
practical 
for 
scrambling, thickening, sauces, 
making salad dressings, and 
combining with other foods. 
Most eggs are grouped 
ac­ 
cording to these sizes: extra 
large, 
large, 
medium, and 
small, with a minimum weight 
per dozen of 27,24,21, and 18 
ounces respectively. Medium 
and small eggs are usually more 
plentiful in summer and early 
fall and at that time should be 
a good buy. 
Store eggs in the refrigerator 
or a cool place as soon 
as 
possible 
after purchasing. 
Store with the large end up to 
keep the yolk well centered. If 
eggs are soiled, wipe with 
a 
damp cloth. Do not wash them 
until 
they are to be used. 
Washing removes the 'bloom* 
or seal that helps to keep out 
bacteria and odors. 
Cook eggs with low or medium 
heat. High heat causes them to 
be tough and leathery. 
Allow eggs to reach room tem­ 
perature before separating. It's 
easier. Also, egg whites are 
larger in volume when beat at 
room temperature.

City Streets Piled High as 


Garbage Collector Strike 


Goes Into Fourth Week 


YORK, Pa. (AP) —The car- 
tons were filled to overflowing 
with garbage. Some of the de­ 
bris 
had fallen to the pave­ 
ment, littering the sidewalk and 
spilling over into the gutter. 
“Awful sight ain’t it mister?” 
the man said. 
ft was. 
This was no alleyway, no 
slum tenement backyard. The 
man was standing on a corner 
in York’s Continental Square, 
Just across the street from the 
York National Bank. 
Continental Square, and al­ 
most every other street inYork 
are covered with garbage and 
litter. In some places, boxes 
filled with trash are stacked at 
curbside higher than parking 
meters. 
The refuse has been piling up 
since last Dec. 28. That's the 
day the city’s 50 garbage collec­ 
tors walked off the job because 
Mayor John L. Snyder refused 
to give them a raise. 
Actually, the workers walked 
off their jobs for the first time 
on Oct. 8. It was an on again, off 
again proposition until the may­ 
or’s Dec. 28 turndown precipi­ 
tated a final walkout. 
York, situated in Pennsylva­ 
nia Dutch country in the south­ 
eastern part of the state, is a 
prosperous, 
usually 
pic­ 
turesque community. 
The 50,000-plus residents of 
York are outspokenly proud of 
their community. 
Bttt they’re not bragging to­ 
day. They’re angry and frus­ 
trated, not certain who's at 
fillU, but they feel somebody 
has pot to take action soon. 
“I've lived in this town all of 
my life,” a woman in her late 
0Qe enid. “I was walking down 
the afreet hie other day and a 
ret ran across my foot. Nothing

e,,r tappened 


here before. It's a disgrace." 
The stacked up garbage is a 
health menace and a fire haz­ 
ard. Both city and state health 
officers have warned that there 
is "evidence of rodent activity" 
in the streets. They say the rats 
could become a serious prob­ 
lem if the garbage continues to 
accumulate. 
The City Council agreed in 
December to give the workers a 
raise-drivers to $102,throwers 
to $99 for a six-day week—but 
Snyder refused to approve the 
increase. 
He said the law was clear. 
The workers broke the law by 
going on strike, he maintained. 
And he would be breaking the 
law if he gave them a raise. 
State officials in Harrisburg, 


York disposes of its garbage 
at a sanitary landfill 12 miles 
from the city. Officials have 
been keeping the site open sev­ 
en days a week for residents 
who want to haul their own 
trash during the strike. But the 
24-mile round trip discourages 
most home owners. 
But what about public opin­ 
ion? 
"I don’t give a damn about 
what the public thinks,” Shyder 
said. 
“ They elected me to do a job, 
and I'm going to do it. The law 
is the law. I’m going to follow it 
—that’s my make-up.” 
And while the winds of politi­ 
cal controversy blow, the piles 
of garbage in Y ork continue to 
grow.

NEW YORK AP - Late last 
year Dr. Pierre Rinfret, the 
economist, 
forecast 
rather 
accurately and in sharply clear 
language that President John­ 
son would propose more taxes 
for 1967. 
Rinfret followed this forecast 
with the assessment that "the 
administration will then go into 
a corner and pray that such a 
request for a tax increase will 
be refused by Congress." 
Along with some other econo­ 
mists, Rinfret believes a tax 
rise at this time—even a sur­ 
charge as proposed by Johnson 
—would damage the economy. 
A year ago it might have 
helped, he believes. 
Moreover, he suspects the 
President feels the same way 
but, because of complex pres­ 
sures from a crosscurrent of 
economic and political 
reali­ 
ties, had little option but to 
announce his tax measures. 
The accuracy of the tax fore­ 
cast, the manner of delivery, 
the flair—maybe even the dar­ 
ing—are typical of Rinfret, one 
of the most popular of a breed 
that is growing in importances 
the economic consultant. 
The economic forecaster, as 
we all know, can be dead 
wrong, often because he ignores 
the political ingredient. 
Rinfret, who believes the sub­ 
ject is often "political econo­ 
my” rather than just "econom- 
ics," feels he was wrong In call­ 
ing a downturn for the second 
quarter of this year. "It has al­ 
ready begun," he said in an in­ 
terview. 
Borrowing a thought from 
Henry Thoreau, he forecast that 
in 1967 "the mass of men will 
lead lives of quiet desperation." 
Then he toned it a bit. "Wewill 
have a slowdown," he said, 
"but It will be the highest level 
recession in the history of man­ 
kind."

It could be, for in­ 
stance, a shift downward in the 
volume of intercity truck traf­ 
fic.

DePugh is currently prepar­ 
ing to appeal a conviction last 
November in UJS.District Court 
on charges of violating the Na­ 
tional Firearms Act. He was 
sentenced to four years in 
prison and five years on proba­ 
tion. 
The Star said DePugh, 43, of 
Norborne, Mo., disclosed that 
he is sending letters announcing 
his resignation to members of 
the Minuteman. 
The new leadership will come 
from the seven men on the 
Minutemen’s "executive coun-; 
cil,*’ DePugh said. He has said, 
he has beau answerable to that 
group since the organ!zation 
was founded in 1960. 
DePugh said the Minute men 
must operate entirely in a 
clandestine manner from now 


on, because of the determined 
effort of the "Communist-So­ 
cialist conspiracy” to destroy 
the organization. 
The newspaper reported, how­ 
ever, that DePugh will continue 
to have a platform from which 
to make his views known. While 
free on appeal bond, he said, he 
will continue to work in behalf 
of the Patriotic Party, a tiny 
political organization he helped 
found last July 4. He has the 
title of its temporary chairman. 
DePugh said that the Minute- 
man organization is being com­ 
pletely reorganized and that all 
members have been assigned 
secret code numbers, the Star 
said.

DePugh asked them in his let­ 
ter to show the leaders the 
same loyalty he has received. 
The identity of the national 
council has been kept i Josely 
guarded secret the last six 
years, and DePue-h lias never 
offered any tangible evidence to 
show that i* exists, the Star 
said.

1. INTRODUCTION 
One of the more important, 
but little • known, Instruments 
of federalism in the 
United 
States Constitution, 
is found 
in Article IV, Section 1. 
It 
is therein provided that “ Full 
Faith and Credit shall 
be 
given in each State to the pub­ 
lic Acts, Records and judicial 
Proceedings 
of every other 
State/* The second section of 
the dlause Implements 
this 
mandate by providing that “the 
Congress may by general Laws 
prescribe the Manner in which 
such Acts, Records and Pro­ 
ceedings shall be proved, and 
the Effect Thereof.9* Congress 
has exercised this power. 
Mr. Justice Robert H. Jack­ 
son has aptly described this 
provision as “the lawyer's 
clause of the Constitution. The 
average person is wholly un­ 
aware of its existence. It af­ 
fects him only if and when he 
becomes a party to a lawsuit 
with 
interstate implications. 
Migratory divorce to 
avoid 
the restrictive nature of his 
own State's divorce laws is one 
of the few instances when the 
average citizen will be likely 
to have any interest in the full 
faith and credit clause. Another 
1 
occasion may arise when he is 
involved in an accident with a ^ 
motorist from another State. 
But aside from such situations, 
a man not engaged in interstate 
business will be but little con- 
| 
cerned with this constitutional 
provision. 
Y et as an instrument of in­ 
terstate co • operation and fed­ 
eral harmony 
among 
die 
States, this little known clause 
is of great significance. It per­ 
mits 
quasi- sovereign sûtes 
to retain their local indepen­ 
dence without so far ignoring 
the legitimate interests 
of 
other States as to develop re­ 
ciprocal friction, which would 
ultimately tear the union apart. 
It thus restricts a State in pre­ 
ferring its own interests to the 
point where no other State can 
cooperate with it in a mutually 
satisfactory union. 


All countries which desire to 
have commercial relations with 
other nations accord to the 
laws and court proceedings of 
those other nations 
recogni­ 
tion and respect, at least where 
they touch private rights. Oth­ 
erwise, 
international 
com­ 
merce would be Impossible on 
a civilised basis. In this re­ 
spect, the United States has 
not been backward, and it ac­ 
cords such respect on at least 
a reciprocal basis, and some­ 
times goes further in accord­ 
ing 
recognition and respect 
than 
woUld 
that country's 
courts if the situation 
were 
reversed. However, our courts 
are not obliged to accord this 
recognition. Even less so do we 
respect foreign policy deter­ 
minations of an economic char­ 
acter. From time to time the 
daily newspapers 
have car­ 
ried 
news of clashes 
be­ 
tween American 
regulatory 
agencies, 
especially in the 
field of sea and air transport, 
and those of England and oth­ 
er foreign countries, and con­ 
flicting economic policies have 
even remitted 
in temporary 
restrictions 
on 
trade until 
these could be resolved 
by 
bilateral negotiations. 


To expect bilateral negotia­ 
tions among fifty States of the 
American union before conflict­ 
ing state policies could 
be 
resolved would place an un­ 
due burden on the ties which 
bind the States together. It is 
to prevent the States from being 
sent asunder that the Full Faith 
and Credit Clause found its way 
into the Constitution. As Mr. 
Justice Dickson declared: 
By other articles of the Con­ 
stitution 
our 
forefathers 
created a political union among 
otherwise independent 
and 
sovereign states. By other pro­ 
visions, too, they sought 
to 
Integrate the 
economic life 
of the country. By the full frith 
and credit clause they sought 
to federalize the 
separatf 
and independent state legal sys­ 
tems by the overriding principle 
of reciprocal recognition of pub­ 
lic acts, records, and frdlcial 
proceedings. It 
was 
placed 
■ foremost 
among 
t h o s e 


measures which would guard 
the new political and economic 
union against the disintegrating 
influence of provincialism 
in 
jurisprudence, but without ag­ 
grandizement of federal power 
at the expense of the states.

will deal with,

manner in which the full 
faith and credit clause of the 
Constitution promotes a har­ 
monious federalism within the 
context of a rightful respect for 
the right of individual States.

Armed Services Committee and

McNamara and Wheeler also 
are to explain the Defense De­ 
partment’s $7 3-billion request 
for the budget year beginning 
next July 1. 
The administration spokes­

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson asked Congress 
today to raise Social Security 
benefits by 15 per cent and 59 
per cent in the lowest bracket 
and said such an increase will 
be “ a major step toward our 
goal that every elderly citizen 
has an adequate income and a 
meaningful retirem ent." 
Johnson's proposal, which he 
said would guarantee minimum 
benefits of $7 0 a month for Indi­ 
viduals arid $105 a month for 
m arried couples, also includes 
a 
recommendation for 
in­ 
creased Social Security taxes, 
both by raising 
the taxable 
base and by increasing rates. 
The President asked Congress 
to increase the amount of an­ 
nual income on which taxes are 
collected to $7,800 next year, 
$9,000 in $971, and $10,800 in 
$974. 
He also asked Congress 
to 
revise rate increases already 
scheduled, going from 4.4 to 
4.5 per cent in 1969 and from 
4.85 
per cent in 1973 
to 5 
per cent. 
The same increases would ap­ 
ply to the levy on employers, 
who match what employes put 
In. 
The biggest increase in bene­ 
fits — 59 per cent - would ap­ 
ply only in the lowest bracket 
to raise the individual minimum 
from $44 to $70. From that the 
rise would graduate downward 
to at least 15 per cent for those 
eligiblem for maximum bene­ 
fits. 
Johnson 
recommended that 
the amount Social Security re ­ 
cipients can earn without losing 
trip benefits bd increased to $1,- 


680 a year and that the amount 
above that for which a benefici­ 
ary can retain $1 in payments 
for each $2 In earnings be in­ 
creased to $2,880. 
The increased benefits had 
been sketched in broad outline 
in Johnson's State of the Union 
message. 
He called in the earlier com­ 
munication for the rise from $44 
to $70 in minimum benefits,and 
a guarantee of $100 a month for 
persons with 25 years or more 
of coverage. 
Tile State of the Union mes­ 
sage did not go into the tax in­ 
crease to pay for the increased 
benefits. 
The proposed increase in So­ 
cial Security taxes would in­ 
crease the maximum amount 
paid by an individual to $343.20 
in 1968, and to $351.00 in 1969. 
Johnson had announced ear­ 
lier that ills proposals would 
cost $4.1 billion during the first 
year. The tax rise is expected to 
come under fire in Congress, 
especially 
from Republicans 
who have urged an 8 per cent 
increase plus a cost-of-living 
escalator

without 
raising taxes. 
The maximum increases un­ 
der the President's proposals 
would go to 2.5 million persons 
now receiving minimum bene­ 
fits of $44 a month for an indi­ 
vidual.

Kennedy after he was first 
wounded, William Manchester 
suggests in his book, "The 
death of a President." 
This is the estimated elapsed 
time between the first and sec­ 
ond bullets that struck Kennedy. 
Referring to the Secret Serv­ 
ice agents riding In the front 
seat of the presidential car in 
that awful moment, Manchester 
wrote: 
"They were in a position to 
take evasive action after the 
first shot, but for five terrible 
seconds, they were immobil­ 
ized." 
The first bullet,piercing Ken­ 
nedy's neck and throat, was not 
fatal, the author wrote. But the 
second 
inflicted 
a massive 


wound on the right side of his 
skull, sealing his fate. 
The 
second installment of 
Look magazine's fbur-fiart seri­ 
alization of M anchester's book, 
due on the newsstands Wednes­ 
day, relates the events of the 
day of the assassination, Nov. 
22, 1963. 
When the first shot cracked, 
Manchester w rote, "the White 
House detail was confused." 
Agents thought the sound came 
from a firecracker, or a police 
motorcycle backfire. 
Agent Roy Kellerman, in the 
front seat, thought he heard the 
President say, "My God, I'm 
h it," and turned to look at him. 
Agent William R. G reer, 
the 
driver, also glanced backward. 
Kennedy was clutching his 
throat tHit he was not grimac­ 
ing. Manchester described his 
expression 
as "quizzical." 


M rs. Kennedy 
had often seen 
that expression. Like the others 
in the car, she seemed unaware 
that her husband had 
been 
wounded. 
Then the second bullet struck 
him. Manchester wrote — 
"Now in a gesture of infinite 
grace, he raised his right hand 
as though to brush back his tou­ 
sled chestnut hair. But the mo­ 
tion tittered. The handfeilback 
limply. He had been reaching 
for the top of his head. But it 
wasn't there any m ore.” 
At about that same instant, 
Agent Rufus Youngblood vault­ 
ed into the rear seat of Vice 
President 
Johnson's 
car, 
snapped, "get down,” and cov­ 
ered Johnson's body with his 
own. 
The lead cars in the motor­ 
cade, accelerating powerfully, 
then 
raced toward Parkland 


Hospital in Dallas, where, Man­ 
chester wrote, they were to find 
confusion compounded. 
bi this section of his book. 
Manchester leaves no doubt that 
he believes Lee Harvey Oswald 
killed Kennedy and had no ac­ 
complices in any organized con­ 
spiracy. 
The author thus agrees with 
the findings of the Warren com­ 
mission. It says Oswald acted 
alone. 
C ritics of the Warren report, 
however, 
have advanced the 
theory in numerous books — 
some of them lucrative — that 
the bullets came from two di­ 
rections, not just the Texas 
School Book Depository Build­ 
ing, where Oswald worked. 
Manchester wrote that O s­ 
wald smuggled his rifle into 
the Book Depository Building, 
built a "sn ip er's perch" near a 


sixth-floor window, and then 
waited for the presidential mo­ 
torcade. 
A witness, Howard Brennan, 
told the Warren com m ission he 
saw O swald, only 88 yards from 
Kennedy's 
car, 
and aiming 
through a telescopic sight on the 
rifle, fire at the President. Man­ 
chester cites Brennan's testi­ 
mony. 
To refute the 
"conspiracy 
school" of w riters, Manchester 
also cites the evidence In the 
photographs and X-rays taken 
during the autopsy on Kenne­ 
dy's body. He says he did not 
see this m aterial but that he 
interviewed 
three 
persons 
"with 
special qualifications" 
who examined it before it was 
sealed in the national archives. 
"None of them knew the other

we must never repeal an/. This 
is why the tangle grows steadily 
worse. 
New legislators elected 
In 
November, taking office 
In 
January, and surviving Incum­ 
bents who understand the m es­ 
sage 
of the election, 
should 
seize the opportunity to begin 
repealing unneeded and re stric­ 
tive laws. 
They could create 
a new and constructive tradi­ 
tion that a lawmaker’s stature 
Is measured by the number of 
bad laws he helps to elim inate.

WASHINGTON - There 
are 
som e significant com parisons 
between 
Rep. 
Adam Clayton 
Powell, a H arlem Negro, and 
Sen. Tom Dodd of Connecticut, 
a white man. 
Both are Demo­ 
c ra ts. 
But Powell has been 
stripped of his chairm anship 
and ordered to stand aside for 
an investigation. 
Sen. 
Dodd, 
though under form al investiga­ 
tion, rem ains chairm an of three 
Im portant Senate subcom m it­ 
tees. 
Here is the scorecard re g a rd ­ 
ing the charges against them: 
Powell has been accused 
of 
payroll padding. 
Dodd placed his sons on the 
Senate payroll, has sent them 
on vacations at the taxpayer’s 
expense, and perm itted them 
to charge their personal long­ 
distance phone calls to 
the 
Senate. While C hristopher Dodd 
was attending school in P rovi­ 
dence, R.I., he phoned friends 
around the country from P ro v i­ 
dence and billed the calls to the 
Senate. 
Perhaps Dodd’s most flagrant 
case 
of 
payroll padding was 
when he borrowed money from 
A1 Morano and George Gildea, 
whom he put on the Senate pay­ 
roll as a partial payoff. 
Powell 
misused his com m it­ 
tee a ir travel c a rs to 
take 
personal trip s. 
Dodd not only charged personal 
trip s to his various com m ittees 
but som etim es collected for the 
sam e trip s from private groups. 
He spent a week in Los Angeles, 
from Fe#. 26 to M arch 4, 1964. 
It was chiefly a vacation - ex­ 
cept for a 15-minute joint p ress 
conference with 
Mayor 
Sam 
Yorty on juvenile delinquency 
and a banquet speech to the Los 
Angeles junior cham ber 
of 
com m erce. 
Dodd billed both 
the senate juvenile delinquency 
subcom m ittee and the Junior 
cham ber for the sam e trip. 
Powell has been 
generally 
charged with loose spending. 
Dodd spent hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars that he col­ 
lected as campaign contribu­ 


tions, 
often from com panies 
that he had helped to obtain 
governm ent 
contracts. 
He 
drove an Oldsmobile that was 
turned over to him by a com ­ 
pany he had aided. 
He 
also 
flew all over the country 
in 
the private planes of 
com ­ 
panies that had an in terest in 
his hearings. 
It is against the 
law for a Senator to accept the 
slig h test gratuity from 
those 
he helps in Washington. 
It Is 
also a violation for him to d i­ 
v ert cam paign funds to personal 
use without reporting the in­ 
com e on his tax returns. 
CONTRASTING LEGISLATIVE 
RECORDS 
Powell was such a 
global 
gallivanter that he was nick­ 
nam ed the Harlem globe-trot­ 
te r. 
However, he passed 
an 
am azing num ber of constructive 
bills through his House Labor 
Com m ittee and did it with such 
efficiency that he 
received 
p residential praise. 
Dodd in contrast, has been a 
poor chairman, passed no im ­ 
portant legislation. 
As chairman of the juvenile 
delinquency committee, Dodd 
launched an Investigation Into 
sex and violence on the 
TV 
networks. Then he suppressed 
the most damaging evidence af­ 
ter conferences with NBC’s at­ 
torneys. 
Significantly, 
NBC 
was represented before Dodd’s 
committee by the same 
Wall 
street firm that now represents 
Dodd before the Senate Ethics 
Committee. 
Dodd’s celebrated gun legisla­ 
tion to regulate the sale 
of 
m ailorder guns has been lan­ 
guishing In committee 
since 
President Kennedy’s a ssa ssi­ 
nation In 1963. 
It was 
Intro­ 
duced in the first place 
only 
after consultation with the gun 
Industry. 
So it’s not surprising that Its 
wording restricts foreign pro­ 
ducers and won’t hurt the big 
American 
manufacturers. 
Grateful top officials of 
Olin 
Mathleson and Remington have 
given Dodd cash contributions. 


The bill is still in com m ittee. 
An efficient chairm an 
would 
have got it out two years ago. 
DODD AND INSURANCE 
As chairm an of a 
Senate 
subcom m ittee that is supposed 
to investigate insurance abuses, 
Dodd not only has pulled 
his 
punches on the big insurance 
com panies but has actually a s ­ 
sisted the insurance com panies 
behind the scenes. 
On one occasion, he sent his 
chief 
insurance investigator, 
Dean Sharp, to the A griculture 
D epartm ent to stop the govern­ 
ment 
from 
taking over 
in­ 
surance on stored grain from 
the private com panies. 
Sim ultaneously Dodd 
sent 
friends to insurance com panies 
for loans, collected a law fee 
for arranging for 
B ankers 
Life and C asualty Company to 
do business in Connecticut, a c ­ 
cepted free rid es on a T ra v e­ 
le rs Insurance Company plane 
and 
got a job for 
his son, 
Jerem y , with Aetna Life 
and 
C asualty. 
The 
Senator 
also 
stopped 
paying his own Insurance pre­ 
miums, which were carried for 
him by the Charles H. 
Mc­ 
Donough Sons Insurance Agen­ 
cy until this column broke the 
story. 
Up to that time, Dodd 
owned $3,403.37 In 
back 
premiums. 
It might also be added 
that 
Dodd’s law firm has repre­ 
sented 
Maryland 
Casualty, 
Standard Accident 
Insurance, 
Phoenix of Hartford Insurance, 
A merlcan 
Insurance Group, 
American 
Fidelity, 
Reliance 
Insurance, Fire Association of 
Philadelphia, Northwestern Na­ 
tional Casualty, Central Mu­ 
tual Insurance, and Norfolk and 
Dedham Insurance. 
Yet he Is still entrusted with 
Investigating the insurance In­ 
dustry. 
That’s the record of the two 
men under Investigation in the 
House and senate, one stripped 
of his chairmanship, the other 
remaining 
chairman 
of im ­ 
portant subcommittees.

gence survey of the Soviet Un­ 
ion. 
Of course it’s labor’s ju ris­ 
diction, says Siem iller. In ad­ 
dition to prosperity of the a ir­ 
craft building industry, 
the 
prestige of our country is in­ 
volved. 
What disturbs this leader of 
948,909 
aggressive m em bers 
of the International 
Assn. of 
M achinists (LAM) 
is that 
he 
learned the Soviets 
secretly 
plan to beat the U. S. to the 
a ir with their own supersonic 
transport 
jet - an 1,800 mile 
an hour Tuplov 144. 
With a chuckle Siem iller ob­ 
serves that “ we learned this 
before our government did and 
we plan to make quite 
a stir 
about it.” 
Moscow, Siem iller 
d i s- 
closes, plans to put 
Its craft 
up som etim e this year. The 
U. S. is still far behind. And 
the B ritish - French SST Con­ 
corde won’t hit the skies 
un­ 
til late 1968 
at the ea rliest. 
If the Soviets get into 
the 
bright blue yonder before the 
U. S. does, 
a s se rts 
Siem il­ 
le r, an old Navy man, 
the 
stakes a re th e irs. 
And these 
stakes are enorm ous — p e r­ 
haps 
$20 billion In sales for 
500 of these $40 million craft. 
“ This 
sort of espionage is 
the 
logical 
development of 
modern 
unionism,” said 
the 
ever calm, crises . consuming 
I. A. M. chief. ” 1 know the pub­ 
lic 
was 
mad at us when we 
struck the airlines 
last year. 
But we wanted to get what was 
due our 
members. However, 
don’t let that strike 
obscure 
our deep devotion to our land,

WASHINGTON - There 
are 
some significant comparisons 
between 
Rep. 
Adam Clayton 
Powell, a Harlem Negro, and 
Sen. Tom Dodd of Connecticut, 
a white man. Both are Demo­ 
crats. 
But Powell has been 
stripped of his chairmanship 
and ordered to stand aside for 
an investigation. 
Sen. 
Dodd, 
though under formal Investiga­ 
tion, rem ains chairman of three 
Important Senate subcommit­ 
tees. 
Here Is the scorecard regard­ 
ing the charges against them: 
Powell has been accused 
of 
payroll padding. 
Dodd placed his sons on the 
Senate payroll, has sent them 
on vacations at the taxpayer's 
expense, and permitted them 
to charge their personal long­ 
distance phone calls to 
the 
Senate. While christopher Dodd 
was attending school in Provi­ 
dence, R.I., he phoned friends 
around the country from Provi­ 
dence and billed the calls to the 
Senate. 
Perhaps Dodd’s most flagrant 
case 
of 
payroll padding was 
when he borrowed money from 
Al Morano and George Gtldea, 
whom he put on the Senate pay­ 
roll as a partial payoff. 
Powell 
misused his commit­ 
tee air travel cars to 
take 
personal trips. 
Dodd not only charged personal 
trips to his various committees 
but sometimes collected for the 
same trips from private groups. 
He spent a week in Los Angeles, 
from Fat. -6 to March 4, 1964. 
It was chiefly a vacation - ex­ 
cept for a 15-rnlnute joint press 
conference with 
Mayor 
Sam 
Yorty on juvenile delinquency 
and a banquet speech to tike l^os 
Angeles junior chamber 
of 
commerce. 
Dodd billed both 
the Senate juvenile delinquency 
subcommittee and the junior 
chamber for the same trip. 
Powell has taen 
generally 
charged with loose spending. 
Dodd s{ient hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars that he col­ 
lected as campaign couUmu­ 


ttons, often from companies 
that he had helped to obtain 
government 
contracts. 
He 
drove an Oldsmobile that was 
turned over to him by a com­ 
pany he had aided. 
He 
also 
flew all over the country 
In 
the private planes of 
com­ 
panies that had an Interest In 
his hearings. 
It Is against the 
law for a Senator to accept the 
slightest gratuity from 
those 
he helps In Washington. 
It Is 
also a violation for him to di­ 
vert campaign funds to personal 
use without reporting the In­ 
come on his tax returns. 
CONTRASTING LEGISLATIVE 
RECORDS 
Powell was such a 
global 
gallivanter that he was nick­ 
named the Harlem globe-trot­ 
ter. 
However, he passed 
an 
amazing number of constructive 
bills through his House Labor 
Committee and did It with such 
efficiency that he 
received 
presidential praise. 
Dodd in contrast, has been a 
poor chairman, passed no im ­ 
portant legislation. 
As chairman of the juvenile 
delinquency committee, Dodd 
launched an investigation into 
sex and violence on the 
TV 
networks. Then he suppressed 
the most damaging evidence af­ 
ter conferences with NBC's a t­ 
torneys. 
Significantly, 
NBC 
was represented before Dodd's 
committee by tile same 
Wall 
street firm that now represents 
Dodd before the Senate Ethics 
Committee. 
Dodd's celebrated gun legisla­ 
tion to regulate the sale 
of 
m ailorder guns has been lan­ 
guishing in committee 
since 
President Kennedy's a ssassi­ 
nation in 1963. 
It was intro­ 
duced in the first place 
only 
after consultation with the gun 
industry. 
So it’s not surprising tliat its 
wording restricts foreign pro­ 
ducers and won't hurt the big 
American 
manufacturers. 
Grateful top officials of 
Olin 
Mathleson and Remington have 
given Dodd cash contribution*. 


The bill is still in committee. 
An efficient chairman 
would 
have got it out two years ago. 
DODD AND INSURANCE 
As chairman of a 
Senate 
subcommittee that is supposed 
to investigate insurance abuses, 
Dodd not only has pulled 
his 
punches on the big insurance 
companies but has actually as­ 
sisted the Insurance companies 
behind the scenes. 
On one occasion, he sent his 
chief 
insurance investigator, 
Dean Sharp, to the Agriculture 
Department to stop the govern­ 
ment 
from 
taking over 
in­ 
surance on stored grain from 
the private companies. 
Simultaneously Dodd 
sent 
friends to insurance companies 
for loans, collected a law fee 
for arranging for 
Bankers 
Life and Casualty Company to 
do business in Connecticut, ac­ 
cepted free rides on a Trave­ 
lers Insurance Company plane 
and 
got a job for 
his son, 
Jerem y, with Aetna Life 
and 
Casualty. 
The 
Senator 
also 
stopped 
paying his own insurance p re­ 
miums, which were carried for 
him by the Charles H. 
Mc­ 
Donough Sons Insurance Agen­ 
cy until this column broke the 
story. 
Up to that time, Dodd 
owned $3,403.37 in 
back 
premiums. 
It might also be added 
that 
Dodd’s law firm has rep re­ 
sented 
Maryland 
Casualty, 
Standard Accident 
Insurance, 
Phoenix of Hartford Insurance, 
American 
Insurance Group, 
American 
Fidelity, 
Reliance 
Insurance, Fire Association of 
Philadelphia, Northwestern Na­ 
tional Casualty, Central Mu­ 
tual Insurance, and Norfolk and 
Dedham Insurance.

gence survey of the Soviet Un­ 
ion.

My husband laughed

said, “ Not my w ife." My best 
friend chuckled. 80 I decided I • 
buy a wig secretly. 
But I wasn't the first todoso. 
“ No, women 
are peculiar 
about wigs," Dewavon Adams, 
of 
Frances' Beauty 
Salon 
said. “ They keep them secret. 
Women tell me that even their 
best friends donft know they 
wear a 
wig but rather, they 
wonder why their hair stays 
nice so long.'' 
“ Are Sikeston women wear­ 
ing 
wigs/* I had asked. 
“ Yes.** the hairdresser said 
emphatically. “ In fact, some 
are wearing two.'' 
It isn't 
two out of three or 
one 
in 
ten who are wear­ 
ing 
wigs, but it may be soon. 
Three years ago, wig w earers 
averaged one 
or two patrons 
per 
beauty shop. L ast year 
one Sikeston shop alone sold 
80 wigs. 
“ Who's buying the w igs," I 
asked.

“ The synthetic and Oriental 
wigs are hard to manage after 
a few settings," he said. “ Some 
become 
worthless.” But the 
Italian wigs retain their origi­ 
nal beauty. 
“ The hair is called virgin," 
he explained, “ because it has 
never been artificially colored 
or curled. It is not even dyed 
when it is made into a wig. 
That is why the lighter color§ 


mousey than my own.

fitted," he said before I could

“ it

Next he used these 
measurements to make four 
check points on the dummy's 
head, ears, forehead and neck­ 
line hairlines. 
“ We will wet the wig and fit 
it exactly to these points. After 
it drys 
naturally for 24 hours 
it will fit you perfectly." 
And then he gave me some 
advice. “ This wig will fit you, 
not your friends. Don't let them 
try 
it on •• it 
is bound to 
stretch it out of 
shape. Why 
do they want to try it on any­ 
way but to see how funny they 
look in your hair 
style. It's 
a form 
of ridicule." 
I made 
a mental note 
to 
never again ask to try on 
a 
friend’s wig. 
“ How 
about washing 
it," 
I asked. 


"Oh no, he said, “ we never 
shampoo a wig. It must 
be 
cleaned with wig cleaning fluid. 
When wigs get wet they tangle 
terribly. It is 
hard to get the 
tangles out without breaking or 
damaging the hairs. 
“ Rolling 
the 
hair 
takes 
longer too. Each strand must be 
dampened 
individually." 
He 
demonstrated 
this, picking up 
a section of hair as wide as a 
roller, laying it across

palm and running a wetting 
bottle across it.

could push the curl back in my­ 
self. 
How 
often-your 
wig needs 
which are harder to find, cost Cleaning 
depends on how often 
you 
ing 
a little m ore." 
He 
also pointed out that 
each hair 
on 
the Italian wig 
was hand tied, while most oth­ 
er wigs were made by sewing 
layers of hair onto netting. 
Adams pulled out his 
color 
swatches. At first glance they 
looked like a key ring of lucky 
rabbit’s feet. Up close I saw 
that it was actually a ring with 
many 6 inch lengths of different 
colored hairs hanging from it. 
“ It's called an International 
Ring, he explained, “ because I 
can order a wig from any com­ 
pany and get the color I spe­ 
cified by number from this 
ring. We can also have special 
mixes made, although this costs 
considerably more. 
“ But say a woman wanted a 
frosted wig. We would choose 
her hair color and then a sec­ 
ond frosting color. We would 
specific a 50-50 
mixture 
or 
what ever degree of frosting 
she wanted. 
“ Most women want a wig in 
their exact hair shade, but 
I 
don't always recommend this. 
Say your hair is a dull mousey 
shade," he continued. 
I didn't have to pretend. My 
hair 
has 
always been a dull 
mousey shade. 
“ I would

that 
you choose a shade 
that is a

Most eggs are grouped

cording to these sizes: 
extra 
large,

sm all, with a minimum weight 
per dozen of 27,24,21, and

ounces respectively. 
Medium 
and small eggs are usually more 
plentiful in summ er and early 
fall and at that time should be 
a good buy. 
Store eggs in the refrigerator

Store with the large end up to 
keep the yolk well centered.

Washing

YORK, Pa. (AP) —The car- 
tons were filled to overflowing 
with garbage.

Garbage truck 
drivers were being paid $88.50 
for a six-day week; throwers,

Snyder said he met with the 
men and explained to them that 
a raise was impossible at the 
time because the city’s budget 
wouidn’t permit it.

late in December.

The economic forecaster, as

know, 
can be dead 
wrong, often because he ignores 
the political ingredient. 
Rinfret, who believes the sub­ 
ject is often “ political econo­ 
my” rather than just “ econom­ 
ics,” feels he was wrong in call­ 
ing a downturn for the second 
quarter of this year. “ It hasal- 
ready begun,” he said in an in­ 
terview. 
Borrowing 
a thought from 
Henry Thoreau, he forecast that 
in 1967 “ the mass of men will 
lead lives of quiet desperation.” 
Then he toned it a bit. “ Wewill 
have a slowdown,” he said, 
“ but it will be the highest level 
recession in the history of man­ 
kind.” 


Despite its problems, he said, 
“ the American economy is the 
greatest economic machine in 
the world.” 
The question then was put to 
Rinfret, a man of great Gallic 


charm and articulation: 
“ How do you break the news 
to clients (who pay a basic re­ 
tainer of $7,000 a year) that you 
are wrong?” He answered sim­ 
ply, “ With these three words: *1 
was wrong.’ ” The assumption 
follows that he then pays the 
consequences. 
Businessmen will not argue if 
you conduct your business in a 
businesslike manner, he be­ 
lieves. “ They insist on some­ 
thing for their money. They ex­ 
pect you to bat better than .500. 
They want you to bat more than 
.700.” 
Some forecasters try to attain 
this through obscure language 
or by hedging or by couching 
their analyses in complex lan­ 
guage. Rinfret pleads innocent 
to these charges. He takes an 
artful approach and speaks sim ­ 
ply. 
Some economists, for exam­ 
ple, examine statistics as a 
witch doctor studies a sackful of 
bones. Rinfret 
searches 
for 
“ trigger points” and 
follows 
this with 
deft probing of per- 
sonal-contacts in business, poli­ 
tics, government, education. 
A trigger point may be a sta­ 
tistic that cannot be explained 
easily. It may be a mere wiggle 
in a chart. It could be, for in­ 
stance, a shift downward in the 
volume of intercity truck traf­ 
fic.

B usinessm en will not argue if 
you conduct your business in a 
businesslike m anner, he be­ 
liev es.

They ex­ 
pect you to bat better than .500.

Some fo recasters try to attain 
this through obscure language

guage. R infret pleads innocent 
to these charges. He takes an 
artfu l approach and speaks sim ­ 
ply. 
Some econom ists, for exam ­ 
ple, exam ine statistics as a 
w itch doctor studies a sackful of 
bones. Rinfret 
searches 
for 
" trig g e r points" and 
follows 
this with 
deft probing of per- 
sonal-contacts In business, poli­ 
tic s , governm ent, education. 
A trig g er point may be a sta­ 
tistic that cannot be explained 
easily . It may be a m ere wiggle 
in a chart. It could be, for In­ 
stance, a shift downward in the 
volume of intercity truck traf­ 
fic.

The 
“Full Faith And Credit” 
Clause of The 
United States Constitution 


1. INTRODUCTION 
One of the more important, 
but little • known, instruments 
of federalism in the 
United 
States Constitution, 
is found 
in Article IV, Section 1. 
It 
is therein provided that “Full 
Faith and Credit shall 
be 
given in each State to the pub­ 
lic Acts, Records and judicial 
Proceedings 
of every other 
State ." The second section of 
the Clause Implements 
this 
mandate by providing that “the 
Congress may by general Laws 
prescribe the Manner in which 
such Acts, Records and Pro­ 
ceedings shall be proved, and 
the Effect Thereof.” Congress 
has exercised this power. 
Mr. Justice Robert H. Jack­ 
son has aptly described this 
provision as 
“the lawyer's 
clause of the Constitution.** The 
average person is wholly un­ 
aware of its existence. It af­ 
fects him only if and when he 
becomes a party to a lawsuit 
with 
interstate implications. 
Migratory divorce to 
avoid 
the restrictive nature of his 
own State’s divorce laws is one 
of the few Instances when the 
average citizen will be likely 
to have any interest in the full 
faith and credit clause. Another 
occasion may arise when he is 
involved in an accident with a^. 
motorist from another 3tate. 
But aside from such situations, 
a man not engaged in interstate 
business will be but little con­ 
cerned with this constitutional 
provision. 
Y et as an instrument of in­ 
terstate co - operation and fed­ 
eral harmony 
among 
the 
States, this little known clause 
is of great significance. It per­ 
mits 
quasi- sovereign States 
to retain their local 
indepen­ 
dence without so far ignoring 
the legitimate Interests 
of 
other States as to develop re­ 
ciprocal friction, which would 
ultimately tear the union apart. 
It thus restricts a State In pre­ 
ferring its own interests to the 
point where no other State can 
cooperate with it in a mutually 
satisfactory union. 


All countries which desire to 
have commercial relations with 
other nations accord to the 
laws and court proceedings of 
those other nations 
recogni­ 
tion and respect, at least where 
they touch private rights. Oth­ 
erwise, 
international 
com­ 
merce would be impossible on 
a civilized basis. In this re­ 
spect, the United States has 
not been backward, and it ac­ 
cords such respect on at least 
a reciprocal basis, and some­ 
times goes further in accord­ 
ing 
recognition and respect 
than 
would 
that country's 
courts if the situation 
were 
reversed. However, our courts 
are not obliged to accord this 
recognition. Even less so do we 
respect foreign policy deter­ 
minations of an economic char­ 
acter. From time to time the 
daily newspapers 
have car­ 
ried 
news of clashes 
be­ 
tween 
American 
regulatory 
agencies, 
especially in 
the 
field of sea and air transport, 
and those of England and oth­ 
er foreign countries, and con­ 
flicting economic policies have 
even resulted 
In temporary 
restrictions 
on 
trade until 
these 
could be resolved 
by 
bilateral negotiations. 


To expect bilateral negotia­ 
tions among fifty States of the 
American union before conflict­ 
ing state policies could 
be 
resolved would place an un­ 
due 
burden on the ties which 
bind the States together. It Is 
to prevent the States from being 
sent asunder that the Full Faith 
and Credit Clause found its way 
Into the Constitution. As 
Mr. 
Justice Dickson declared: 


By other articles of the Con­ 
stitution 
our 
forefathers 
created a political union among 
otherwise Independent 
and 
sovereign states. By other pro­ 
visions, too, they sought 
to 
Integrate the 
economic life 
of the country. By the foil faith 
and credit clause 
they sought 
to federalize the 
separate 
and Independent state legal sys­ 
tems by the overriding principle 
of reciprocal recognition of pub­ 
lic acts, records, and judicial 
proceedings. It 
was 
placed 
foremost 
among 
t h o s e 


measures which would 
guard 
the new political and economic 
union against the disintegrating 
Influence of provincialism 
in 
jurisprudence, but without ag­ 
grandizement of federal 
at the expense of the states. 
This* article 
will deal with, 
the 
manner in which the full 
faith and credit clause of the 
Constitution promotes a har­ 
monious federalism within the 
context of a rightful respect for 
the right of Individual States.

I. INTRODUCTION 
One of the m ore im portant, 
but little • known, Instrum ents 
of federalism in the 
United 
States Constitution, 
Is found 
in A rticle IV, Section I . 
It 
is therein provided that “ Full 
Faith and C redit shall 
be 
given in each State to the pub­ 
lic A cts, R ecords and judicial 
Proceedings 
of 
every other 
State.** The second section of 
the clause im plem ents 
this 
m andate by providing that “ the 
C ongress may by general Law s 
p resc rib e the Manner in which 
such A cts, R ecords and P ro­ 
ceedings shall be proved, and 
the Effect Thereof.” C ongress 
has exercised this power. 
M r. Justice Robert H. Jack­ 
son has aptly described 
this 
provision 
as 
“ the 
law y er's 
clause of the Constitution.” The 
average person is wholly un­ 
aw are of Its existence. It 
af­ 
fects him only lf and when he 
becom es a party to 
a law suit 
with 
Interstate im plications. 
M igratory divorce to 
avoid 
the restrictiv e nature 
of his 
own S tate's divorce law s Is one 
of the few instances when the 
average 
citizen will be likely 
to have any in terest in the full 
faith and credit clause. Another 
occasion may a ris e when he Is 
Involved In an accident with 
m otorist from another S tate. 
But aside from such situations, 
a man not engaged In in te rstate 
business will be but little con­ 
cerned with this constitutional 
provision. 
Y et as an instrum ent 
of in­ 
te rsta te co • operation and fed­ 
era l harmony 
among 
the 
S tates, this little known clause 
is of great significance. It p er­ 
m its 
quasi, sovereign States 
to retain their local 
indepen­ 
dence without so far ignoring 
the legitim ate in te re sts 
of 
other States as to develop re ­ 
ciprocal friction, which would 
ultim ately tear the union a p a rt. 
It thus re stric ts a State In pre­ 
ferrin g Its own in te re sts to the 
point where no other State can 
cooperate with it in a mutually 
satisfactory union. 


All countries which d esire to 
have com m ercial relations with 
other nations accord to the 
law s and court proceedings of 
those other nations 
recogni­ 
tion and respect, at le a st w here 
they touch private rights. O th­ 
erw ise, 
international 
com ­ 
m erce would be im possible on 
a civilised b asis. In this re ­ 
spect, the United States 
has 
not been backward, and It ac­ 
cords such respect on at least 
a reciprocal b asis, and som e­ 
tim es goes fu rth er in accord­ 
ing 
recognition and respect 
than 
would 
that 
country's 
courts lf the situation 
w ere 
rev ersed . However, our courts 
a re not obliged to accord this 
recognition. Even le ss so do we 
resp ect foreign policy d eter­ 
m inations of an econom ic ch ar­ 
a c te r. From tim e to tim e the

especially in

bilateral negotiations. 


To expect bilateral negotia­ 
tions among fifty States of the 
A m erican union before conflict­ 
ing State policies could

resolved would

due 
burden on the ties which 
bind the States together. It Is 
to prevent the States from being 
sent asunder that the Full Faith 
and Credit Clause found Its way 
into the Constitution. As
